Frozen Jap Earthworks. 

Russian Headquarters, Huan 
Mountain, Feb. 1 - The tive days 
contest which will go down in 
history as the battle of the Hun 
river, was fought out on a seem- 
ingly 'mending pla.n. which is 
broken only hy the Southern Am- 
ethyst mountains around Yentai. 
the solitary eminence of which is 
the Liao-Yang tower of bloody 
memory.
